EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Thomas Pavel ko on 7/1 1/2008 and 7/16/2008. 

The Claims have been amended as follows: 
In Claim 1 , line 2 the word "AKD" has been deleted and the words -a sizing agent 
selected from the group consisting of alkyl ketene dimers and alkenyl ketene dimers- 
substituted therefor. 

In Claim 1 , line 3 the words "at least 35" have been deleted and the words -35-40- 
substituted therefor. 

In Claim 1 , line 8, the word "tungstrate" has been deleted and the word -tungstate- 
substituted therefor. 

In Claim 1 , line 9, the word "tungstrate" has been deleted and the word -tungstate- 
substituted therefor. 

In Claim 58, line 1 , the number "57" has been deleted and the number -48- substituted 
therefor. 

In Claim 58, line 2 the words "dimer is" have been deleted and the words -dimers or 
alkenyl ketene dimers are- substituted therefor. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the nearest 
prior art, Dilts et al, discloses a paper stock composition comprising AKD and up to 
about 400% by weight of the sizing agent of a cationic acrylamide or acrylate polymer 
as an emulsion stabilizer, but no crosslinking agent. When a synthetic polymer is used 
as the stabilizer, Dilts et al discloses an amount of stabilizer to sizing agent of 100% or 
less. Other prior art, Guerro et al, discloses a paper stock composition comprising AKD, 
an acrylamide polymer and a crosslinking agent, the total amount of polymer plus AKD 
being up to 15 lb/ton of paper. Guerro et al discloses a maximum ratio of acrylamide 
polymer to sizing agent of 70:30. Still other art (Frolich et al, 6306255) discloses 
mixtures of AKD and acrylic polymers as internal size compositions where the acrylic 
polymer is used in amounts up to 20 lb/ton of fibers and filers (dry stock). No 
crosslinking agents are disclosed. Westman et al, 6551457, discloses a papermaking 
furnish comprising AKD or ASA, starch and an acrylate based nanoparticle retention 
aid, the nanoparticles polymerized and crosslinked prior to their addition to the furnish. 
Williams et al, US 2003/0003268, discloses a paper stock comprising AKD and from 
about 0.5 wt-% to about 5 wt-% of polymeric methyl methacrylate microspheres as a 
filler, based on the dry weight of the furnish. No crosslinking agents are disclosed and 
crosslinking the microspheres filler would not have been sensible to one of ordinary skill 
in the art. None of the prior art discloses or makes obvious the claimed stock 
composition.
